Mo.y it phase your Excellency, 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen’s University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st April, 1867. 

The General University Examinations during the period of this 
Report commenced on the 25 th of September, and terminated on 
the 21st of October, 1867. Examinations for Degrees in the 
Faculty of Medicine were also held in June, and First University 
Examinations in Arts and Engineering were also held in April. 

At these various Examinations 381* Candidates presented them- 
selves. Lists of those who were successful are annexed, and a ^p p . ii 
L ist of the Students Matriculated in the University since the first 
of October last. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members were held 
in the month of June. Fifteen Candidates presented themselves 
for the Certificates awarded at these Examinations. Lists of those a pp . ii. 
who were successful are annexed. 

The principal public meeting of the University, to confer degrees

Pubuo Meeting of the Queen’s University in Ireland, held in 
St. Patricks Hall, Dublin Castle, on the lltli October, 18G7. 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1SG7, a public meeting

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their nlaces in 
tile fS' natl ° n , 1 i aU ’ * he Vice Chancellor ami Senate of the University, 
The C E3tam,,lers ' ™ d Candidates, entered it in procession 
Tue Vice-Chanoelloe opened the meeting with the following address 

At our last annual meeting to confer degrees I was able to state that 
the examinations of the year 1S6G had been attended by the largest number 
nf candidates from the Queen's Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and Galway 
bad come before us in any former year. I am happy to announce that in 
the number of the college students who have presented themselves for 
the examinations of 1867, during this academic year, there lias not been 
any fallmg-off from that of our highest annual attendance. In fact the 
tota present number rather exceeds it, though liy a small amount 
Of those candidates, 39 out of 50, who were examined for the degree of 
Doctor ot Medicine, have been considered entitled to receive it. Of these 
19 were admitted to the degree in the month of June last, and 20 are to 
be admitted to-day. Nineteen of the whole number have also obtained 
the degree of Master m Surgery. Seventy-nine medical students, out of a 
total number of 109 candidates, have passed the first examination in that 
faculty. Twelve Bachelors of Arts— the whole number of the candidates 
— havebeen declared entitled to the degree of Master ; and 56 students 
out ot uS candidates, have passed the examination for that of Bachelor • 
and at the first examinations In Arts, 57 students, out of 87 who were’ 
examined, have been successful. Bor the diploma of Civil Engineering 
r P resen fod themselves, of whom 12 have been successful; and 17 out 
ot 21 students passed the first examination in that important branch of 
our collegiate studies. All the prizes founded by means of the contribu- 
tions of Sir Robert Peel and of those who responded to his appeal have 
been successfully competed for. The colleges thus continue to maintain, 
m eVery branch of learning cultivated within their walls, that conspicuous 
standard of excellence which from the first has distinguished their students 
and reflected honour on their able aud diligent professors. To say more 
would be only to repeat observations which, on many former occasions of 
this nature, it has been my duty and my highest gratification to bring 
under public notice. I can only add, that I believe that at the recent 
examinations the answering of the several successful candidates has been 
eminently satisfactory to the distinguished examiners by whom they have 
been conducted, and more especially in the different important departments 
of the medical classes. 

Looking to the present conditions of all questions regarding public and 
university education, it is not my intention now to enter on the subject,

even as regards the position and prospects of the Queen’s University; 
and whatever may be my own opinions on this important matter, I must 
reserve them for other opportunities. This is not tho place nor is this the 
occasion for venturing on tho disturbed seas of political or religious con- 
troversy, or indulging in speculations which might end in nothing beyond 
idle aud unprofitable conjecture. With the present alone can 1 deal to- 
day, and that present, as it regards the actual progress of this University, 
I have briefly laid before those here assembled. So far as I my venture to 
allude to the future, I content myself with expressing my couvietiou that 
there cannot and must no longer bo any monopolies in university educa- 
tion ; and I speak with a very confident belief, founded on all we have 
already seen accomplished by tho students of the Queen’s Colleges, and by 
those of our ancient Dublin University and other more modern collegiate 
seminaries, when I add, that whatever shapes — consolidated or separate, 
united or denominational — the institutions may assume, in which the 
youth of Ireland of all ranks and of all persuasions are henceforward to 
receive their dual training for tho scientific, tho literary, or the pro- 
fessional world, or for the civil or military service of the State, whether 
it be through the more expanded ministration of this or of other uni- 
versities, their genius, their abilities, aud their industry will continue to 
assure for themselves the highest rewards which universities can give, and 
for their colleges and their country tho honour due to extensive and 
accurate learning diligently acquired and usefully and honourably em- 
ployed. 

One— a very recent — event in our University annals must claim a 
brief notice on an occasion such as this — the death of one of the most 
eminent members of our Senate, the Right Hon. Francis Blackburne. 
Prom the first establishment of the Queen’s University he occupied a place 
among us, and took a warm and active interest in all our proceedings ; he 
was a very constant attendant at our meetings, cordially giving us on 
every occasion the benefit of liis great sagacity, calm judgment, and 
practical wisdom. Individually I deplore the loss of one whose private 
friendship I enjoyed for many years ; and I feel in common with every 
member of my own profession, that his name and great legal reputation 
must he long treasured in tho memories of all who value the honour of 
the Bar aud respect the dignity and learning of the Bench. 

In the absence of our Chancellor, tho Earl of Clarendon, it devolves 
on me to confer their several degrees and diplomas on the successful 
candidates. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has graciously acceded 
to my request that he would personally distribute the medals and prizes 
w “ich have been awarded to the most distinguished students. 

The Degrees, Honors, and certificates were then distributed to the suc- 
cessful candidates. 



After the degrees and prizes had been conferred, the Vice-Chancellor 
again rose and said — 

I have now to perform the pleasing duty of returning to your Excellency 
the grateful thanks of the Scnato of tho Queen’s University, and of the 
President, Professors, Graduates, ami students of its colleges, for the 
honour you have conferred on us by your attendance at this," the second 
or our annual meetings since your Excellency’s arrival as Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, and for tho part you have been pleased to take in the pro- 
ceedings of this day. And we recognise in this gracious' complimeqj a 
strong proof of the interest taken and manifested in so many other ways, 
and on so many other occasions, by your Excellency, in the advancement 
ot all our public institutions — literary, scientific, aud industrial. ^ e 
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again acknowledge ourselves indebted to your Excellency for the privilege 
ot meeting m this Hall of State, and are very sensible of the advantages of T 
oui so meeting, hoping however, that ere long the design of Parliament, in p„u i( / 

V ot ug a large sum for the more independent location of the University in a 
bmldingspcciallyappropnatedtoits use, wiU find a suitable accomplishment 
Among those who are present to receive their academic distinctions there 
are none who will more sensibly appreciate the honour yon have done us 
than those to whom your Excellency has been pleased to distribute their 
well-earned medals and prizes, and on their behalf I return their best 
thanks tor the additional gratification so kindly conferred upon them. 



The Lord Lieutenant then rose and said — 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor and Gentlemen,— I accept with gratitude and 
thanks the high compliment which has been so obligingly conferred upon 
me by the Vice-Chancellor on behalf of this University. It gives me 
sincere pleasure to meet again this learned and distinguished body in these 
halls, consecrated for the moment to the loftier functions of learned 
and intellectual culture. Short as has been the span, apparently, of 
the revolving year since we last met here, and small as its era mav be 
in the incidents of ordinary and conventional life, yet in the academic 
year that lias passed away I doubt not that many and various and im- 
portant have been the results which those twelve months have produced 
in forming the mind, in maturing the intellect, and even in shadowing 
out the future fortune and destiny of many of those whom I see around 
me, especially the younger portion of my audience. I trust my younger 
friends will give me credit for what, I am sure, my older ones will concur 
in, that of all the years of human life the most precious and the most 
important are precisely those when the youth of the country are entering 
upon the close of their academic career — those years in which the 
mind, elastic, buoyaut, and yet in some degree matured, imbibes, and 
makes, as it were, an integral portion of itself, not only the external im- 
pressions, bnt the more solid and profound truths of that learned and 
intellectual culture which has been engrafted upon it, in a mode and 
in a degree unknown and unattainable in after years. I say, therefore, 
that small as the results of the past year may have been to some of m, 
yet to many of the younger portion of my hearers, and to those who have 
devoted their lives and energies to their instruction, it has been a period, 
as each succeeding year must he, bearing largely upon the future weal or 
woe, success or failure, of many a bright and youthful life. But I should 
greatly err were I to say that the past year has left no trace upon the 
external world ; for, during its revolution, we have seen a great and com- 
prehensive change in the constituency of the sister isle brought to a close. 
We have seen in this country an abortive attempt, I will hardly sav of 
insurrection, but of outbreak, suppressed. And in the western hemi- 
sphere we have seen an infant empire quenched in the blood of its ill- 
fated and adventurous founder. If in your own domain, in the quiet 
seclusion of the halls of learning, your academic career has encountered 
ho such shocks, or sustained no such buffets as those which the outer 
world has encountered, you have at least experienced a sense of that 
inevitable change which comes to us all, of that change which shares 
neither the wisest nor the best on earth. You have, as the Vice- 
Chancellor so ably remarked, seen a great name depart from amongst the 
living lists of your Senate. The name of Blackburne recalls the memory 
of those intellectual giants of a former generation with whom he was so 
worthily associated. Great and varied as were his powers, whether as 
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the upright judge, the sagacious statesman, or the refined and intellectual 
scholar, we may say of him, sinking into rest in the fulness of years and 
of honours, J
